THE  CHEAT  CAMPAIGN. 

Th*  “Keynote”  Has  Been  Of. 
flcially  Sounded. 

L*nt  Friday  night  the  political 
campaign  wmt  opened  in  Newark  by 
lit#  Republican  County  Committee. 
At  h<  adqunrtere  in  Cheater  Row  a 
due  banner  wag  swung  acruaa  the 
o'l^eet  bearing  the  pictures  ol  Me 
Kintey  and  Hobart  with  the  mottoes 
"ifrfctectioD,”  “Honest  Money"  and 
“  4eciprtcity.‘'  A  big  crowd  waa 
aefietubled.  Amid  tbe  bursting  of 
DjIbLm  Major  Carl  Lentz  appeared  on 
tlj#  baiounv  and  opened  tbe  oratorical 
pppgram. 

Tbe  Major  said,  with  authority  aud 
l>sfthmng  gravity  :  “The  campaign  of 
tb^  people  for  boneat  uouey  ia  open."

;T  is  speaker  tbeu  unvoted  himself  to 
a  jigoroub  aud  valiant  attack  upon  tbe 
g<s*t  bogy  tbmt  is  cutting  such  a 
bArful  figure  in  tbs  campaign,  tbe 
fifty'cent  dollar.  “Tbe  wreck  that 
wOTfd  follow  tie  coinage  of  fffty-ceht 
dollars  is.  uu  tel  table,"  bg  said.  “We 
want  an  honest  dollar  that  cun  be 
lined  in  purchases  anywhere  in  tbe 
world.  The  new  dollar  would  uot 
travel  anil  would  have  to  be  ex¬ 
changed  for  gold  for  all  foreign  pur¬ 
chases.''  With  much  more  of  tha 
same  sort  of  clap-tr.ip  against  tbe  use 
of  silver  as  standard  money  equally 
wfth  gold,  Congressman  Parker  at 
dfei' »*•*,«  s  unewh  it  to  pilain 
f*cis  a  realization  of  the  most  stub- 
DHu  fact  of  the  p  ditical  situation, 
when  he  said :  “We  are  meeting 
opjneiug  forces  that  are  all  tbe  more 
drugerous  l^oause  they  are  in  earn 
e<t There  is  an  argument  that  baa 
cidgeiuy  anil  reason  in  it. 

Ju  Ige  MeCuuu  made  tbe  next 
sjietfch  If  it  waa  devoklpof  .real 
argument  it  liad  its  redeeming  fea 
litre  in  that  it  was  free  from  sny 
<  Slamitv- wailing  aud  insinuations  or 
sectioual  appeala.  If  tbe  speaker  in 
tended  b>  lioudwiuk  tbe  people,  be 
avoided  cant  He  did  uot  employ  tbo 
term  himeat  mouey  once.  He  adroitly 
made  the  pair  silver  dollar  confess 
iIso.vd  sinful  it  83  and  dependence. 
While  tbe  silver  dollar  of  to-day  ba  1 
an  intnuaic  value  of  fifty-three  ceuts, 
it  ^aa  good  for  100  cents  because  the 
United  States  Government  bought  it 
nml  circulated  it  on  its  own  account. 
Tbfoi  he  made  everybody  laugh  by 
saying :  “And  if  that  silver  dollar 
witii  tits  words  Tu  God  we  trust’ 
upon  ifeoukl  apeak,  we  can  imagine 
bating  it  Bay  ‘I  am  good  .or  a  dollar 
tfifgwotld  overt  I  know  that  I  have 
oBl|  fifty  three  ceuta  worth  of  silver 
in  me,  but  I  also  know  that  my  re 
i^mer  liveth.'  ” 

(Jold,  then,  ia  the  “redeemer"  of 
the  world  of  finance,  but  something 
more  powerful  than  gold  is  needed  to 
re  teem  tbe  people  of  the  world  from 
bondage  to  usages  and  traditions  that 
ba^e  survived  their  time.

These  facts — the 
amount  of  our  ooru  crop  aud  our  cot¬ 
ton  crop  aud  our  manufactured  pro¬ 
ducts  aud  our  railroad-building  aud 
the  increase  of  our  geueial  wealth 
from  fourteen  thousand  million*  to 
forly-iuur  thousand  millions — are  ihe 
tests  and  evidence  of  the  greatness  of 
our  Nation.

When  you  have  the 
character,  when  )ou  have  the  men 
produced — men  of  integrity,  men  of 
uprightness,  men  of  divine  nature — 
then  wealth  will  be  added.  Man 
first,  wealth  afterwards,  says  Chnat.

All  things  in  life  are  to  be  measur¬ 
ed  by  this  standard.  The  life  is 
more  than  meat.  Tbe  body  is  more 
ibau  raiment  By  this  you  are  to 
measure  religion  aud  religious  insii 
tutions.

temper  of  a  man  who  talks  as  did  a  New 

York  gentleman  a  few  days  ago,  General 
Horatio  C.  King,  who  wn*  last  year  the 
Democratic  candidate  for  soi-retary  of  state. 
Listen  to  his  remarkable  language:  “All 
good  citizens  should  unite  to  resist  and  re¬ 
pel  the  wave  of  repudiation  and  revolu¬ 
tion  and  to  overwhelm  the  misguided,  the 
thoughtless  and  tbo  reckless  who  expect 
to  ride  Into  power  on  its  angry  crest.  Tlie 
Populists,  whoso  support  Mr.  Bryan  glad¬ 
ly  accepts,  threaten  the  sword  If  they  fall 
by  the  ballot.

Now,  that  gentleman  has  lost  his  tem¬ 
per.  That  Is  the  tiouble  with  him,  and 
apparently  the  whole  gold  press  has  lost 
Its  temper.  It  is  time  they  looked  about 
them  and  understood  the  spirit  of  tho 
American  people  In  a  political  campaign. 
It  is  time  that  they  recognized  that  uot 
only  do  we  not  threaten  tho  sword,  but 
that  we  have  conducted  this  aampaign 
from  the  Chicago  convention  down  to  the 
present  as  peaceably,  as  honorably  and  os 
mildly  as  ever  a  campaign  was  waged  In 
the  United  States  of  America. 

And  1  take  it  that  the  reason  temper  in- 

eases  on  their  pert  Is  that  we  receive  In 
our  calm  and  American  spirit  the  harsh 
epithets  with  which  they  expect  In  vain  to 
torn  us  to  anger.  We  believe  that  wo  are 
here  In  the  Interests  of  the  A  merican  peo¬ 
ple;  that  we  are  here  for  the  Improvement 
of  American  business,  to  start  again  the 
wheels  of  American  industry,  to  be  a  posi¬ 
tive  benefit  to  every  man,  woman  and 
child  within  the  confines  of  this  republic. 

That  ia  onr  belief.  Certainly  that  end  Is 
a  good  one,  and  we  are  entitled  to  a  fair  and 
patient  hearing  for  the  arguments  put 
forth.  I  may  inadequately  represent  the 
cause  which  I  present,  but  I  certainly  have 
one  great  advantage  over  the  majority  of 
men — I  have  seen  both  sides  of  It.  And  it 
is  for  thaj  reason,  because  I  honestly  held 
convictions  different  from  those  I  now 
have,  that  I  appeal  with  confidence  to  men 
whose  minds  are  open  to  argument 

I  believe  that  I  was  as  hard  a  customer 
to  convince  us  there  is  In  tbe  state  of  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  today,  for  I  admit  that  I  hold 
my  opinions  strongly,  and  that  it  is  diffi¬ 
cult  for  me  to  change  my  mind.  But  the 
man  who  lias  not  received  some  new  light 
on  the  finanaial  condition  of  this  country 
in. the  last  few  months  is  indeed  blind  to 
his  country's  history. 

I  am  waiting  patiently  now  for  some 
one  on  the  other  side  to  answer  In  some 
manner  the  one  question  which  Is  upper¬ 
most  in  the  minds  of  the  people  of  the 
United  States,  How  do  you  propose  by 
continuing  the  existing  monetary  system 
to  improve  upon  the  conditions  er  the  pol¬ 
icy  of  the  last  four  years? 

Sherman  Offers  No  Remedy. 

Two  of  the  greatest  statesmen  In  the  Re¬ 
publican  party,  men  eminent  and  honor¬ 
able  and  able,  have  already  addressed 
themselves  to  this  question,  but  without 
making  the  slightest  pretense  to  answer  it 
Mr.  Rood  aud  uow  at  last  Senator  Shere 
man  have  delivered  themselves  upon  this 
great  lo.su©  of  the  day,  and  Iamdlreppolnt- 
ed  the*  Senator  Sherman  has  not  even  at 
tempted  to  show  by  what  means  the  indus¬ 
trial  condii  ions  of  this  country  ore  to  be 
revived  if  the  cause  he  advocates  is  to  be 
successful.

He  does  not  pretend  to 
declare — and  to  his  credit  be  it  said — that 
the  existing  gold  system  la  satisfactory 
even  to  him,  bat  his  final  answer  li  this:

1  cannot  jiass  the  same  compliment 
to  some  of  the  men  who  are  handling  money 
and  running  bunks  on  Wall  street  In  New 
York.

Honest  bankers  want  money  enough 
with  which  to  do  honest  business.  I  take 
it  that  the  tanks  of  Massachusetts  are  not 
curtailing  credit  today  because  they  want 
to.  I  think  nodonbt  it  is  their  wish  to  tar¬ 
nish  every  honest  business  man  with  the 
whole  limit  of  credit  to  which  be  maybe 
entitled,  and  if  now  honest  business  man 
are  being  refused  credit  to  which  they  toe 
honestly  entitled  It  Is  because  of  a  false 
monetary  system  that  has  contracted  the 
circulating  medium  and  put  It  into  the 
control,  the  absolute  control,  we  may  ato, 
of  a  syndicate  of  banks  and  bankers  In  the 
oity  of  New  York.
